Provisions and Aiiiiiiiiiiltion Are Re. 
Mptured by SiiltiiiiV Truopt Aft«r 
Severe Conflict— Pretender 
Reported Dead. 



Tftngier, Feb. 2.— The sultan'i troopt 
hare utterly routed the forces of the 

Moorish pretender and cnptiircd B': 
Hainara himself. A special tourler. 
who arrived after making a record 
Journey from Fez, brought this news. 
He reports that^ at daybreak last 
Thursday the army of the siilfnn, rom- 
manded by the war minister, El Mene- 
bhl. attacked the pretender's position 
and inflicted a complete defeat on his 
followinff, at the aaoM tlma captarlnf 
Bu Hamara. 

Aiiother runner who has arrived 
here from Fe^ innflrms the news of 
the defeat of the rebels, but says that 
the report of the capture of the pre- 
tender is incorrect jHe adds ihat it is 
uncertain whether Bu Hamara's body 
was among the great number slain. 
The sultan's victory was absolute, al- 
most the entire following of the pre- 
tender being either slain or captured, 
His camp,, provisions and ammunition 
were taken and the nrtiiiery which was 

lost by the sultan's army in the bat- 
tle of Dec. 2;i w;i,s re, ni)tiin (l. Even 
if Bu Hamara escaped, it is hopeless 
for him to seek to retrieve his defeat, 
as his claim that he is a saint is ex- 
ploded. The details ref,'ardlng the bat- 
tle are meagre, but is known that the 
pretender's camp was surprised and 
rushed at dawn. There are great re- 
joicings here at the sultan's victory.

The police are 
at work on the case and it is thought 
an attempt was made to murder the 
entire family. No arrests have been 
made.

Btets Lead to Summoning of Mllltla 
In Streetcar Strike. 

Waterbury, Conn., Feb. 2.— Eight 
companies of the First regiment Con- 
necttent National guard, and fllve com- 
panies of the Second regiment, with 
two Oatling guns, were called to Wat- 
erbury at the command of Governor 
Chamberlain because of "the Impera- 
tive need" occasioned by the trolley 
strike situation. The previous riot 
about the streets, coupled with threats 
of further disturbances led to the call. 

There has been no repetition of the 
violence, but crowds congregated about 
the streets and had to be dispersed by 
the pollee, while there were rumors of 
!in attack to be made on the car barn 
where the non-union motormen and 
conductors brought here by the Con- 
necticut Railway * Lighting company 
are quartered. All lines were operated 
with the non-union trolley men. but 
though there was some hooting and 
jeering from the crows, the car.'i were 
not molested. No cars were run after 
dwk. 

Mamorlal to Thomas Jefferson. 
Washington, Feb. S.— The Thomas 
JefTersoB Memorial association, brgan- 

ized for the pnrp.ose of erertlng at the 
national capital iin appropriate ancl 
truly national meniorliil to t!ie author 
of the Declaration of Independence, 
through its president, Admiral George 
Dewey, has Issued an appeal to the 
American people for funds to carry out 
the object of the association. 1 h'> ns- 
soclatton is now complete In Its liFt 
of ofBcers, every state being represent- 
ed by- a vice president and in some 
cases by a representative on the board 
of governors of the controlling body. 
No great movement of a similar char- 
acter In this country, it is claimed, had 
as its officers more men of national 
character and Influence than this or- 
ganization. Senator Foraker repre- 
sents Ohio on the board. The associa- 
tion, it i? stnt"il. Is tlinroimhly non- 
partisan, the design being merely to 
raise a memorial to Mr. Jefferson as 
writer of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. 

Favor Soclallam. 

Cincinnati, Feb. 2.— The annual con- 
vention of the United Brewery work- 
ers began h"re with 160 di let'.ates from 
unions all over the United States. Na- 
tional Secretary Julius Zorn and As- 
sistant Secretary Louis Kemper pre- 
sented elaborate reports, both favoring 
the Foc ialist propaganda. Their recom- 
metuiations were referred to a com- 
mittee. As the organization opposes 
"one-man power" there la no president 
and there will be a different presiding 
officer at each session of the ten days' 
sitting. The New York delagates were 
not acimitted aiiri their claims were re- 
ferred to the committee on credentials. 
It was charged that the 14 delegates 
from New York represent unions that 
have been favoring their local brewers. 
The convention is considering the 
question of co-eperatlon with the So- 
cialists politically and affiliation with 
the American Federation of Labor or 
the American Labor union.

Detroit. Feb. 2.— Alfred T. Sham- 
bleau. aged 46. former treasurer of 

Kent county. Ontario, who it Is alleged 
Is wanted at Chatham, Ont., on three 
warrants charging theft and forgery In 
connection with a shortage in the coun- 
ty funds of about 914.000. was placed 
under arrest at Grace hospital and later 
taken by officers and started for Chat- 
ham. Under the name of A. W. Fish 
he was brought to the hospital from 
Pontlac, Mich., suffering from a frac- 
tured skull, which, it is said, was re- 
ceived here last week in a saloon row.

For several months it has lieen found 
Impossible to maintain on this train 
the fast schedule assigned to it with- 
out a frightful sacrlflce to freight traf- 
flc. The running of this train will not 
be renewed untu the congestion of 
frei^lt Is fully relieved.

Serious Hitch In NegotiationB of Ven- 
eKiielHii Afl'Hir May Be Kuded 
by the Allies Modifying 
Their Deaaanda. 



Washington, Feb. 2. — Propositions 
Involving a conipromise of ttie allied 
powers' contention for preferential 
treatment in the settlement of their 
claims against Venesuela have been 
submitted to th<i governments of Great 
Britain, Oermany and Italy through 
their representatives at Washington, 
and while no answers have been re- 
ceived yet there is reason for the be- 
lief that the alUss will see a way to 
accept the latest proposition. This 
COHipT-dniisc' lia:s 1'. eii .^uggcstfcl by one 
of the representatives of the allies 
here, and while it has not formally re- 
ceived the endorsement of Minister 
Bowen, It la felt that he will not enter 
serious objection to its adoption pro- 
vided the United States and the other 
claimant nations outside the alliance 
can be convinced that their own inter- 
ests in Venesuela will not be substan- 
tially Injured by yielding to a plan 
whlc h seems to offer a solution of the 
present sc riou.'^ hitch In the Washing- 
ton negotiations. 

The detaila of the propoaitlon now 
under consideration by the three allied 
nations are not obtainal)le. but in a 
general way it is under.^tood to be a 
modification of the allies' contention 
that they be recognized as Venezuela's 
preferred claimants In the payment of 
the indemnity. The plan suggested 
provides that for a short period, per- 
haps six months or a year. Great Brit- 
ain, Oermany and Italy shall receive 
exclusively 30 per cent of the customs 
receipts of the ports of Porto Cabello 
and Iji Guaira and that at the end of 
this period, the exact length of which 
Is yet open to decision, all the claim- 
ant nations be placed on the same foot- 
ing and at the expiration of that time 
the 30 per cent of the receipts of these 
two ports be divided among all the 
claimant nations in ratio based on the 
amount of each nation's claim. 

Cause of the Hitch. 

Berlin, Feb. 2. — The aiiparent hitch 
in the Venezuelan negotiations at 
Washington Is explained here in the 
following manner: Venezuela hypo- 
theticated to France some time ago 
13 per cent of the customs receipts, 
which constitutes a priority claim up- 
on the Venesuelan cuatoma. The 
blockading powers are quite willing 
to recognize It in this sense, but Pres- 
ident Castro wanta It to be under- 
stood as constituting part of the 30 
per cent offered to the blockading pow- 
ers. As the latter would then have 
only 17 per cent left, they regard it as 
inadequate and hence arc not willing 
to permit the Inclusion of France's 
percentage. It is believed here that 
the blockade will not be raised until 
President Castro yields on this point. 

Hopeful In Paris. 

Paris, Feb. 2--Ofricial sentlmc^nt 
here Is more hopeful of an adjust- 
m( nl of ih \'i n<'/.uelan ciuestions ow- 
ing to the receipt of advices to the ef- 
fect that the repretentatlves of the al- 
lies have requested thir respective 
govrnments for further Instructions. 
There pioliably will lie a simultane')us 
presentation of France's position 
through the French representative in 
London, Berlin and Rome. The au- 
thorities are examining the plan for 
aggregating the claims of the powc rs 
which did not participate in the 
blockade as suggested by Minister 
Bowen and are inclined to regard it 
favorably. 

Castro's Without Prtferences. 
Caracas, Feb. 2. — In reply to Minis- 
ter Bowen's Inquiry as to what Vene- 
zuela intends to do rcLjaiding the ile- 
mand for prefeiniial treatment made 
by the allies. President Castro haa tel- 
ei^pbed: "The Venezuelan govern- 
ment dealres equal treatment for all 
the creditor nations In Europe and 
America keeping in mind, in addition, 
Its diplomatic conventions and anter- 
ior stii)ulatlons." 

Germany After Warships. 
Santiago, Chile, Feb. 2.— Private 
agents of Oermany have proposed to 
the government the Immediate pur- 
chase of the Chilian battleship Cap- 
tain I'rait and thc> armored cruiser 
Esmeralii' .id have offered to tako 
over the war>>bips now being built In 
Europe for Chill. 

Cleveland, Feb. 2. — Daring burglars 
rifled the Jewelry store of the Schau- 
weker Brothe^' company, securing 
about 920,000 worth of diamonds and 
watches. They broke a rear window, 
and one of them out his hands on the 
glass, as bloo ly niark.s were found in 
diffurent parts of the store.

propriation bills. Senator Quay has 
entirely c han>;ed his tactics during the 
past week, and after trying in vain 
to secure a quorum for night sessions 
on two different occasions has aban- 
doned all efforts In the direction, leav- 
ing the senators to appose the state- 
hood bill to take the responsibility 
for delay. He now apparently is the 
least , concerned of all senators to 
secure late sessions or make confi- 
dants. Thus far there has not been 
delay on any supply measure on ac- 
count of the statehocjd cle'.)ate. but 
there will be a decided effort to attach 
the statehood amendment to the agri- 
cultural appropriation bill. It is ex- 
pected that the unicudmint will be 
niled out on a point of oider, in which 
event there will be an appeal from the 
decision of the chair. It la quite pos^ 
slble, however, that the question may 
be aubmltted to the senate without a 
ruling by the duiir.
